T he next fed­ 
eral grand jury has not yet been su m ­ 
moned, hut it is expected it will m eet 
some time next m onth. 
T he arrest of Mr. Bigelow' followed 
his confession to th e board of direc­ 
tors of the bank that 
he was a de­ 
faulter to the extent of $1,450,000. 
Following Mr. Bigelow’s confession 
he w as removed from the presidency 
of the I ank and th e facts in the ease 
w ere laid before th e federal au th o ri­ 
ties. 
The complaint 
w as sworn 
to by 
United States District Attorney if. K. 
Butterfield, 
it ch arg es that Bigelow, 
as president 
of the First. 
N ational 
hank, 
embezzled a sum 
exceeding 
$ Hot,OOO. 
\ complaint and w arrant identical 
with those 
in Bigelow ’s 
case w* re 
m ade out for Henry G. Boll, assistant 
cash ier of the bank, but (loll could 
not be found up to a l a t e hour. 
President Bigelow’s confession w as 
m ade 
at a spe Jal 
m eeting of 
the 
board of directors held Saturday even­ 
ing and continued Sunday and all of 
Sunday night. 


Ptesident Bigelow Confesses. 


In addressing his fellow directors 
President Bigelow said he had a pain­ 
ful statem ent to m ake— a confession 
that he had m isdirected the funds of 
the bank and th a t an exam ination of 
his books and a com parison of figures 
would show th a t he was indebted to 
the bank to th e 
am ount of over $1,- 
450,000. 
This 
money, lie said, 
had 
been lost iu speculation in w heat and 
stocks. 
Not a dollar of it could be re­ 
covered and the only sum he could 
offer toward recom pensing the bank 
was personal property valued at a p ­ 
proximately $300,000. 
T he confession 
of President Bige­ 
low astounded 
th e directors 
of the 
Tank. 
Mr. Bigelow has been recog­ 
nized as one of the forem ost financiers 
of the Northwest. 
He has been asso­ 
ciated with the F irst National bank 
in various capacities for more than 
f i f te e n J ears and his business connec­ 
tions—trust 
com panies, 
m anu factur­ 
ing concerns, real estate deals and oili­ 
er sim ilar ventures, num ber scores. 
He was honored a year ago by elec­ 
tion to the presidency of the A m eri­ 
can Bankers’ association and by its 
m em bers was looked upon as a leader 
in financial m atters. 
In making his statem ent to the di­ 
rectors of tile bank, Mr. Bigelow said 
he had become involved in speculation 
several m onths 
a g o . 
This was 
on 
W all s t r e e t . 
More 
recently 
he had 
been a persistent bull in 
tin* 
w h e a t 
m arket 
and recent 
loss there 
had 
a d d e d to his 
heavy lo s s e s 
on Wall 
street. 
From sm all m anipulations of 
the bank s funds he had extende-d the 
defalcations 
until his shortage 
had 
reached t h e 
p r e s e n t 
s t a g e . 
N e saw 
no ipportunity or possibility of m ak­ 
ing up the amount and t h e r e f o r e con­ 
fessed. 


S t o r m y M e e t i n g OF D i r e c t o r s . 


It is stated th a t the meeting of the 
directors, which was almost continu­ 
ous for thirty-six hours, was storm y 
at times. 
Several 
plans 
were sug­ 
g e s t e d for protecting the i n t e r e s t s of 
the 
bank. 
One 
was to aecej t 
tho 
resignation of the president, perm it 
him to go to Kurope and tho directors 
m ake good the amount of his sh o rt­ 
age 
This would 
effectually 
protect 
the bank. 
T he proposal met with d e ­ 
term ined 
opposition from 
d irector* 
who demanded that, the defaulter be 
punished. 
T he plan to m ake up tin 
shortage was then 
approved. 
Bige­ 
low was removed from the presidency 
of tho bank and the case was referred 
to the federal authorities 
Mr. Bigelow 
was arrested 
in his 
library in the presence of iris wife. He 
kissed his 
wife an affectionate 
fare­ 
well and left with the officer, the two 
working to the federal building w here 
a court com m issioner was in waiting. 
None et Mr. Bigelow’s friends were in 
the courtroom during the brief pro- 
f c o d in g s . 
When the resolution was adopted 
removing Mr. Bigelow from the p resi­ 
d e n c y , Mr. Coll, the assistant cashier, 
was a ls o removed. 
The removal of 
the assistant cashier was due to the 
statem ent of President Bigelow th a t 
he was aided by GoH in concealing 
the s h o r t a g e in th e bank’s accounts. 
The method adopted was an old one. 
Collection accounts w e r e m anipulated 
to the extent of 40 
and in som e In­ 
stances CO per cent, to m ake it ap p ear 
that the reserve fund was intact and 
the amount of the increase in the coi­ 


ler finn fund 
was devoted to 
stock 
operations. 
T he 
reserve 
m aintained 
In Eastern bankfi was tam pered with, 
the books of the First N ational being 
fixed so that the reserve ap p e are d to 
be larger by several hundreds of thou­ 
sands of dollars 
than it really was. 
These and o th e r methods w e r e pi;r- 
aucd by Bigelow in legging th e bank. 
In the falsifying o 
records a n i the 
manipulation of tho reserves Bi 'el nv 
declares ho w as cid >d by A ssistant 
Dashier Goll and tw o bookkeepers in 
the bank. 
T hese bookKoepers acted 
tm the order.- of 
Bigelow and they 
have neither been (list barged n o r sus­ 
pended and th ey will be called a s wit­ 
nesses 
In 
th e 
criminal 
proceedings 
against Bigelow. 
The m anipulation of acco unts ha* 
been going on for months, according 
to the statem ent of one of the direr* 
t' fs, but so cleverly 
w as th e work 
lone that. n eith er the directo rs nor 
the national 
bank 
exam iners 
wore 
able to discover 
the fact th a t any­ 
thing was w rong with th e funds of 


■ h o bank. 
T he first intim ation that 
there 
were irregularities 
cam e 
to 
Charles Blister, one f>f th e directors, 
Friday evening. 


Bank Employe Started Investigation. 


An employe of the bank called at 
Mr. Bflster’s home and told him he 
had som ething to reveal reg ard in g the 
bank. 
W hile 
his inform ation 
was 
ineagri 
It w as sufficient 
to aw aken 
the suspicions of Mr. 
Blister and to 
start 
an 
investigation. 
P resident 
Bigelow was taxed with the irre g u la ri­ 
ties, and he is said to have adm itted 
his guilt. 
T hen followed the m eeting 
of the directors and the full confes­ 
sion. 
As soon as the directors a s c e rta in ­ 
ed the lull extent of the peculations, 
steps were tak en 
to protect the de­ 
positors and other creditors. 
Charles 
F. Pfister subscribed 
$500,000 to a 
fund to m ake good 
the su rp lu s; John 
I. 
Beggs 
gave 
$300,000; 
W illiam 
Bigelow, a b ro th er 
of the president, 
gave $100,000, and other d i r e c t o r suit- 
scribed lesser sum s until the am ount 
reached $1,635,000. 
President 
Bigelow’s 
defalcations 
amount to about $1,450,000, b u t hi re 
stored $10",coo. 
The d irecto rs have 
subscribed $1,635,000 more, th u s leav- 
'ng the bank b etter off by about $40",• 
OOO than it w as before the fun ds were 
depleted bv 
the 
peculations of th*- 
president. 
Bigelow him self is left a poor man 
bv his speculations and the surrend i r 
of the securities to th** bank. 
At one 
time he w as personally 
ra te d as a 
millionaire and this fortune h a s been 
lost, as well as the sum ta k e n from 
the bank. 


Lest Over Three Million Dollars. 


His total losses 
in speculation of 
various kinds in two years a re esti­ 
mated by his friends at up w ards of 
$3,000,000. 
The bank prepared for the run that 
w'as expected when the n e w s of the 
defalcation b efam e known. 
Chicago 
banks furnished $1,000,000 and sev- 
ral hundreds of thousands of dollars 
were subscribed by local banks. 
Tho 
bank paid out nearly $1,000,000 and 
when it closed for 
the day 2,000 de­
